He and his wife wrote 
thousands of letters. Nothing came of 
it until 1917. He visited clubs and 
found that many of them favored an 
association of clubs with the same 
name and committed to one program. 
He became more convinced in the 
“Jones Law” of service. 

On June 7th, 1917, twenty-seven 
clubs had delegates present at the 
noon luncheon of the ‘Business Circle’ 
Melvin realized that delegate 
would likely hold the name 
of his own club and its policy too. He 
sort of sabotaged the group by asking

several how they would like to be- 
long to the Lions. Jones opened the 
Conference with a well timed and 


well planned speech—offering to sac- 


rafice the name “Business Circle”. 
The club name seemed hollow. Mel- 
vin said that the name ‘Lion’ stands 


for something—not just as a noble 
aiimal, rather as a symbol of great 
and high accomplishments in 
heraldry and mythology. 

A motion carried inviting all con- 
genial clubs to join the “International 
Association of Lions Clubs”, Richard 
the Lion-hearted carried a Lion on his 
crest. Hundreds of coats of arms carry 
a Lion. Christ is often called the Lion 
of Judah. The Lion is«a symbol for 
good—for service. Frank Lord says it 
is impossible to be a Lionn and act 
like a lamb—certainly not like a jack- 
ass,

The colors selected—gold for the 
Lion's mane and purple for his royal- 
ty.

A slogan to fit the name and colors 
came a little later, Its selection was 
simplified by the use of an acrostic: 


“Liberty, Intelligence Our Nation's 
Safety” 


Your Government

As it moved slowly toward a con- 
clusion the Alberta legislature was 
suddenly sparked by a lively debate 
concerning Communism, the Canadian 
Peace Council and the United Nations, 

The whole thing flared up as a re- 
sult of remarks by Arthur Wray, the 
Independent Social Credit member 
from Banff—Cochrane. Mr. Wray was 
‘an early Social Credit supporter and 
in 1944 was elected as a government 
member, He frequently objected to 
government policy, indeed was more 
in opposition than some of the mem- 
bers elected for that purpose. So in 
1917 he was put out of the party and 
his seat was moved across the floor 
to the opposite desks. 

Then, after being re-elected on a 
second count in 1948, he continued 
his attacks on the government. He 
makes no secret of the fact that he 
thinks confidence in the Social Credit 
government is misplaced. Mr. Wray 
has often suggested corruption, inef- 
ficiency and malpractice, although he 
has not successfully proved such 
charges. 

In 1950 he suddenly became active 
in the Alberta Peace Council. When 
the Dean of Canterbury, generally 
called “Red Dean” came to Calgary 
in May 1950 Mr. Wray was chairman 
of the meeting. Later in the year he 
went to Warsaw to attend a meeting 
of the World Peace Congress, which 
most western world statesmen consid- 
er communist-directed, although the 
membership is not necessarily compos- 
ed of members of the Communist 
party. 

It was quite apparent that this 
would come to a head in the legis- 
lature. And it did. 

‘here was a bill before the house 
to provide that Alberta civil servants 
should be given job-protection as well 
as pension rights and a pay grant if 
they were enlisted in the active serv- 
ices of Canada and the United Na- 
tions. Mr. Wray objected to that sec- 
tion about the “United Nations”. He 
claimed that not all nations were 
members of this and that the wishes 
of the British Commonwealth nations 
were not necessarily in accord with 
what the United Nations did, He con- 
sidered the Korean was a civil war, 
and felt that Canadians should have 
stayed out of it. 

In the ensuing debate, J. Harper 
Prowse, Liberal leader, was quick to 
declare that he considered Mr. Wray’'s 
statements the same as communist 
line and that he thought the member 
was misguided. Mr. Prowse wondered 
what our troops in Korea would think 
to see that a member of their legis- 
lature considered they were just 
“dupes” He hoped that he would 
never hear such a speech in the legis- 
lature again. The suggestion that the 
Western World countries were war 
mongers appalled him. Hon. A. J. 
Hooke, minister of economic affairs, 
went further. He called Mr. Wray a 
“rank communist”. Mr. Wray did not 
deny this at the time as he was not 
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Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Grant entertained 
at a Bridge Party in honor of Mrs.

History Repeats Itself 

In our first issue of the Recorder, 
just over a year ago, we heralded the 
glad tidings that the” Town Council 
had reduced the tax rate by 14 mills. 
We have the same good news but in a 
lesser degree. At the last Council 
meeting a new mill rate was set at 41 
mills with the reduction being three 
mills. 

This reduction was made so that the 
Town could qualify for a Provincial 
grant that is being made to all muni- 
cipalities that set their current mill 
below the highest rate set in 
1949 or 1950. The maximum grant is 
the equilalent to three mills of. the 
assessed valuation. 

As the School has asked for $7,596 
more than last year it will mean that 
the Town will have to reduce its oper- 
ating expenses an equal amount to 
offset this increased requisition from 
the School. 

Therefore, some Town services will 
have to be either eliminated or re- 
duced this year in order to give the 
taxpayers the benefit of the govern- 
ment grant which has the effect of 
reducing their taxes.
